1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: Claims 22-24 are amended 

22. (Currently Amended) A method of displaying summary information about 
a list of elements, comprising: 

parsing a configuration file to extract at least one desired summary 
function; 

receiving notification of a selection event, the selection event comprising a 
user identifying a li st of o l omonts i n on app li cat i on program in a web browser 
executing on the computing system a portion of a web page , wherein the 
app li cat i on compr i ses a wob browser the portion of the web page comprises a list 
of elements : 

in response to the selection event, automatically: 

conv e rt i ng th e li st of ele m e nts to a r e qu i r e d typ e i nput for th e d e s i r e d 
summary funct i on; 

ca l cu l at i ng th e at le ast on e des i r e d summary funct i on us i ng th e conv e rt e d

24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 23, wherein convert i ng 
extracting the li st of elements from the portion of the web page to a r e qu i r e d i nput 
for the des i red summary funct i on comprises: 

copy i ng th e t e xtua l mat e r i al i nto an addr e ssab le m e mory structur e ; 
parsing the textual material to identify the at least one separator; and 
removing the at least one separator from the list of elements. 
Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1 1 and 22-30 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1 1 and 22, the combination of Penfield, Rank and Gauthier disclose a method 
for displaying customized summary information about a list of numbers. These 
numbers are selected and copied to a clipboard. The prior art combination does not 
disclose that in response to the selection event, the steps performed automatically. 
Specifically, the combination does not disclose replacing the portion of the web page in 
the clipboard with the summary information automatically. The prior art combination 
does not clearly disclose that in response to the selection event, the steps that are 
performed automatically to generate and store the summary information. 

Since claims 23-30 depend on claims 1 1 and 22 and include all of the limitations 
of these claims, claims 23-30 are considered allowable for the reasons in which claims 
11 and 22 is allowable.
